For  many  of  us,  tonight’s  exercises  will  bring  to  a  close  eight  very  eventful 
years  in  our  lives,  sprinkled  generously  with  many  memories  of  joyful  occasions 
as  well  as  heartbreaking  decisions.  We  now  must  realize  that  since  our  class 
has  grown  so  large  that  many  events  recalled  to  mind  were  not  experienced  by 
too  many  of  us. 

September  6th,  1950,  saw  thirty-five  shy  and  uncertain  pre-primary 
children  enter  the  Main  Street  School  in  Hazardville,  while  the  rest  of  us 
were  experiencing  the  same  feelings  in  other  towns  and  cities.  In  each  case 
a  friendly  teacher  greeted  us  and  soon  put  us  at  ease.  This  was  indeed  a  big 
step  from  the  carefree  and  easy-going  homelife  to  the  routine  of  a  busy  day  in 
school.  However,  we  soon  became  adjusted  to  our  new  schedule. 

The  next  year  this  Memorial  School  was  completed  and  it  was  an  honor 
and  a  thrill  for  us  to  be  its  first  first-graders.  At  that  time  237  pupils  enrolled 
in  the  ten  classes  —  now  we  have  1047  pupils  in  thirty  classes.  Instead  of 
two  First  Grades  —  there  have  been  seven  First  Grades  during  this  past  year. 
During  the  next  two  years  many  of  us  remained  together,  but  in  grade  four 
our  class  divided,  some  being  sent  to  Hazardville  Grammar,  others  to  Enfield 
Street,  while  some  of  us  remained  here.  Those  at  the  Main  Street  School  had 
the  pleasure  of  making  an  enjoyable  trip  to  the  Planatarium  in  Springfield. 

In  fifth  grade  we  felt  really  grown  up,  for  we  began  to  work  on  the 
magazine  drive  in  order  to  supplement  equipment  for  our  school.  Paul  Garstka, 
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Denis  Berozski  and  Loris  Biggins  were  the  highest  salesmen  in  the  school  that 
year,  thereby  winning  a  trip  to  a  baseball  game  in  Boston. 

The  next  year  we  were  reunited  with  our  classmates  and  friends  at  the 
Main  Street  School.  Charlotte  Cybulski  and  Paul  Garstka  were  top  magazine 

salesmen  this  year.  „  ..... 

In  grade  six  we  became  Pilgrims  and  journeyed  to  Sturbridge  Village. 
This  was  the  first  class  trip  for  most  of  us  which  will  be  long  remembered  by 
all  who  attended. 

When  we  entered  seventh  grade  we  thought  we  really  had  taken  a  big 
advance  forward.  The  girls  were  introduced  to  Domestic  Science  and  the  boys 
enjoyed  Physical  Education.  Interchanging  of  teachers  was  practiced  and 
proved  new  and  interesting  for  everyone.  This  year  Edward  Miller  won  the 
trip  to  Boston  by  becoming  the  new  top  magazine  salesman. 

Jack  Sporck’s  tuberculosis  essay  won  second  prize  this  year.  In  another 
essay  contest,  namely  one  on  alcohol,  Grace  Patzsch  received  first  prize,  Susan 
Morse  second,  and  William  Doreski  honorable  mention. 

Another  honor  came  to  us  when  Grace  Patzsch  and  Thomas  Egan  were 
selected  to  serve  as  marshals  at  graduation  for  the  class  of  ’58. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  happy  and  exciting  one  with  many  memorable 
occasions  and  outstanding  events. 

Our  basketball  team,  co-captained  by  Jack  Sporck  and  Paul  Garstka,  won 
the  league  trophy.  In  addition  to  the  two  already  mentioned,  players  Dennis 
Wcisleder,  Richard  Chase,  Francis  Scavatto,  Peter  Pratson,  Gary  Moody, 
Frederick  Hartung,  Francis  Ball,  Denis  Berowski  and  Albert  LeTendre  were 
encouraged  and  inspired  by  the  splendid  cheering  of  Linda  Tuomala,  Betsy 
Baker,  Ann  Crowley,  Victoria  Batten  and  Geraldine  Scavatto  —  our  cheerleaders.

For  all,  the  visit  to  the  Planetarium  and  Museum  of  Natural 
History  proved  both  interesting  and  educational,  but  the  climax  of  our  tour  was 
the  climb  to  the  crown  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty.  An  experience  long  to  e 
remembered  was  the  meal  we  ate  on  the  train  returning  home. 

Now  we  can  be  proud  of  accomplishments  and  our  contributions  to  the 
rich  heritage  that  Hazardville  Memorial  justly  enjoys.  In  passing  we  must

We  are  not  satisfied  with  learning  things  by  halves;  we  are  not  satisfied  with 
half-truths.  We  are  thirsty  for  knowledge,  but  want  a  full  knowledge  of  the 
real  meaning  of  life  so  that  we  may  live  our  future  lives  as  fully  as  we  can. 
We  look  to  you,  our  parents,  our  teachers,  as  our  leaders.  Your  experience 
passed  on  to  us  will  be  the  light  we  will  use  to  banish  the  darkness  of  ignorance, 
suppress  the  tyranny  abroad,  and  nurture  the  American  way  of  life.  If  you 
will  continue  to  give  us  your  time,  your  example,  your  understanding,  and 
your  love,  we  will  always  have  "Faith  In  Tomorrow  ”  for  we  will  know  that 
you  have  faith  in  us.

Today  our  everyday  living  has  become  extremely  complex.  New  problems 
are  presented  to  our  culture  which  were  undreamed  of  in  previous  periods  of 
history.  From  these  problems  have  come  fears  and  anxieties  which  in  them¬ 
selves  theaten  to  destroy  our  way  of  life.  Many  people  have  become  so  fearful 
that  they  don’t  want  to  even  think  about  or  mention  some  of  these  problems, 
or  the  means  to  solve  them. 

What  are  these  problems  that  loom  so  large  and  even  seem  so  insurmount¬ 
able  to  us?  Probably  our  first  and  most  important  problem  is  that  of  the 
atom.  Since  the  explosion  of  the  first  atomic  bomb  at  Hiroshima,  Japan  on 
August  6,  1943,  the  world  has  lived  in  dread  of  an  atomic  war,  and  also  the 
problem  of  increased  fallout  from  the  exploding  of  these  bombs.  People  fear 
our  whole  civilization  could  be  wiped  out  by  an  atomic  war.  Many  of  us  are 
anxious  about  the  increased  fallout  and  what  will  happen  to  our  offspring  from 
the  effects  of  this  radiation. 

Our  second  problem  is  that  of  Communism.  Certainly  this  is  a  real 
problem  that  is  not  only  facing  our  nation  but  also  the  whole  world.  Com¬ 
munism  which  is  the  cult  of  materialism,  and  also  of  godlessness  is  challenging 
the  very  basic  principles  of  living  in  our  Nation.  This  Nation  of  ours,  which 
recognizes  God  as  the  Supreme  being  and  man  as  an  individual  who  has  certain 
unalienable  rights,  is  being  attacked  on  all  levels  by  a  nation  whose  philosophy 
is  that  the  state  is  supreme  and  that  the  individual’s  worth  is  based  on  his 
usefulness  to  the  state. 

Another  problem  which  is  facing  our  nation  and  is  very  close  to  many 
of  us  is  the  problem  of  juvenile  delinquency  and  the  seeming  failure  of  our 
youth  to  accept  responsibility. 

These  are  some  of  the  problems  that  are  facing  our  present  generation. 
How  are  they  to  be  solved?  Is  there  an  answer  to  these  perplexing  questions? 
I  believe  that  the  answer  is  faith.  Faith  in  ourselves  and  in  our  way  of  life. 
Faith  can  conquer  these  seemingly  insurmountable  problems. 

There  is  just  cause  for  faith  in  our  present  generation.  We  have  shown 
that  we  can  cope  with  the  atom.  Our  people  have  turned  the  tremendous  force 
of  the  atom  from  its  previous  destructive  role  to  a  force  which  has  become  a 
deterrent  to  future  wars,  and  is  now  being  used  for  constructive  purposes 
which  are  enabling  us  to  make  rapid  advances  in  our  civilization. 

Our  people  have  become  aware  of  the  evils  of  the  communistic  form  of 
government.  We  no  longer  are  deceived  by  the  false  promises  and  half  truths 
of  this  godless  philosophy.  The  foreign  aid  program  of  our  nation  is  aiding 
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the  backward  nations  of  the  world  and  thus  preventing  the  further  spread  of 
Communism. 

Juvenile  delinquency  has  become  a  problem  of  our  nation  which  actually 
only  involves  about  three  to  live  percent  of  our  youthful  population.  Youth 
is  too  often  judged  by  a  few  who  express  its  worse  side;  crime  makes  better 
news  than  virtue.  The  way  to  judge  youth  is  by  its  highest  expression  and 
not  its  lowest.  When  one  thinks  about  the  wonderful  accomplishments  of 
our  young  people  in  the  various  fields  of  education,  especially  in  the  scientific 
fields,  we  realize  that  there  is  justification  in  having  faith  in  our  children 
of  today. 

Faith  in  our  abilities  and  in  our  way  of  life  here  in  America  can  lead  us 
out  of  the  darkness,  and  into  the  light  of  truth  which  will  enable  us  to  enjoy 
a  better  today,  and  hope  for  a  wonderful  tomorrow.  As  F.  W.  Robertson  has 
said:  "To  believe  is  to  be  strong.
